Believed Out of Danger. 
Mr. Morgan, Holt’s victim, is believed 
by. relatives and friends tonight to be 
practically out of danger as a result of 
his two bullet wounds.

Holt, who had spent a sleepless night 
in his cell at the Mineola jail, appeared 
dejected throughout the day. He spent 
most of his time writing letters.

“I planned to take the dynamite in 
the room with me and cut a hole in the 
door and have the food shoved in through 
it. I planned to keep them there unt] 
Mr. Morgan returned and gave me his 
promise that the exportation of war muni- 
tions would stop. 
“Uniesa he stopped it I would tell him 
of my intention to kill Mrs. Morgan and 
the children and myself by exploding the 
dynamite.” ) 
Wants to Talk War. 
Holt then tried to tell Commissioner 
Woods about the terrible slaughter result- 
ing from the war. He said he knew Mr. 
Morgan could stop the war and that is the 
reason he went to him. 
Holt seid he took the dynamite sticks 
with him to show Mr. Morgan the very 
material that was killing many people 
in Europe, 
At this juncture Commissioner Woods 
asked Holt why his plans miscarried. 
Then the former university instructor's 
eyes brightened and he said the excite- 
ment that followed his appearance in the 
Morgan home upset his plans. 


Tells of Struggle. 
Holt declared he started for the stairs, 
when he met the Morgan children and was 
walking ahead of them when he was in- 
tercepted. He had a revolver in each 
hand, he said, but that did not prevent 
some one from clutching one of his hands. 
He said he thought Mr. Morgan attempt- 
ed to stop him and a scuffle followed. 
He became unconscious and remembered 
nothing until he was lodged in jail. 
Holt then told the commissioner that 
he had studied hard until six months ago, 
when he began to brood over the war. 
“I still bave hopes that good may be 
accomplished by my act,” he added. “J 
4idn’t care about the war. I didn't want 
America tn it, but if America wasn't in- 
terested in it the war would stop.” 


Woods Believes Him Unbalanced. 
After the interview Commiationer 
Woods declared that the man has spent 
many sleepless nights. 
“The man appears to be mentally un- 
balanced,” he said. “ He has evidently 
prought himeeff to this very poor mental!

Muenter, but said he did not want to be 
positive. He pleaded to be left out of 
the case, saying that he had had enough 
notoriety in connection with his-.sister’s 


death. 
“If it Is Muenter, the truth will come 


out, and he will be punished,’’ said Mr. 
Krembs.

Two Professors Sure of It. 
The two University of Chicago profes- 


sors who gave THs TRIBUNE the first 
statement that Holt really is Muenter and 
whose testimony is based on a meeting 
with the man within the last six months 
said Holt is Muenter beyond the shadow 
of a doubt. They compared the pictures 
of the would-be assassin of Morgan with 
pictures of Muenter, and said not only 
has Muenter been Mentified by his ap- 
pearance but that his career since he dis- 
appeared and assumed the name of Holt 
has been established with a positiveness 
which leaves no room for error. 


From his cell in the Mineola (L. I.) jail, 


however, Holt made a flat denial of the 
allegations that he is Muenter.

Those detected in writing chreatedting 
letters who are found to be crooks will 
be sent to prison, but fanatics will Zo to 
asylums. tiovernment officials will take 
no chances on men like Holt.

During the past ten years 
fishing has dwindled from 24,000,000 pounds annual 
catch to 7,000,000, and a total of 170,000 acres pax 
been drafied and turned into farm lands, A group 
of men owning land about Clear lake have applied 
for permission to drain its waters and other drainage 
schemes have been projected at Lake Depue anf 
Thompson's lake. Despite the apparent legal bar 
prohibiting the draining of meandered waters Spring 
lake, one of the larger and best fish breeding and 
feeding beds along the river, has been cut off by a 
high levee and partially drained. As a reservoir anil 
fish breeding place its use has been destroyed. That 
alone should arotise the public to the necessity 
supporting the lakes and rivers commission in i 
fight to prevent further encroachments. The engi- 
neering strvey made by the commission as exposed 
the dangérs of the problem, The state must either 
keep these deposits that were provided by nature 
onen or spend millions of dollars building dikes arid 
levees along the entire course of the river. At the 
present time there is no way to check the. draining 
of a lake that was not meandered, which adds to the 
complexity of the situation.

WORMS IN CHILDREN.

The answer is “no.” Are there any 
signs which should cause a mother 
to suspect that her child has worms? 

The answer is “ yes.” 
Night terror may be a sign of worms. 
The mother Of a child subject to night 


exe mined for worms, including # micro- 
ecopical examination for exgs. She is 
éver justified in giving worm medicine if 
no worms or worm eggs are found. The 
chances ate that the night terror is due 
to some cause other than worms. The 
situation with regard to that related 
Symptom, grinding of the teeth in the 
sleep, is about the same. 

Tf a child has colicky pains in the abdo- 
men coming today, say, and then being 
absent for a week or more, or a diarrhea 
which holds on and for which no cause 
can be found, worms should be suspected. 
A pound of worm medicine may clear up 
the case. 


> 

To give a round of worm medicine pro- 
ceed as follows: Have the child go with- 
out food for twelve hours. Preferably in 
the morning give a dose of santonin (one- 
quarter grain to one grain) and a haif 
grain of calomel, Repeat in four hours. 
8:x hours later give a purgative, such as 
castor oil. After each dose of santonin 
give a cup of milk and one cracker. Four 
hours after the oil resume the regular 
diet. 

If the child is restless, irritable, very 
much disposed to wriggle, and If there is 
itching around the buttocks, pinworms 
should be suspected. It is not possible io” 
diagnose pinworms with certainty except 
by finding the worm or {ts eggs. 

To Gnd the eggs requires « microscopioe 
examination. The worm can be seen by 
the eye unaided. 

If the symptoms suggesting pinworahs 
Cannot be explained on any other basis, 
it is just as well to give a round of treat- 
ment for worms, Worm medicines by the 
mouth are of some service in treating pin- 
worms. In most cases, however, it is 
necessary to treat by enemas. In Inject- 
ina for worms the bowels are first emp- 
tied by an injection of salt water. This 
is followed by an injection of one ounce of 
quassia powder in a Abgepssen aes water. 


In children over re years of age very 
friuch the most important form of worm 
infection is hookworm infection. If a 
mother notices that her child has dew 
poison, or ground itch, or any kind of « 
peraisting sore on the skin, she must be 
on watch for hookworm. If the child be- 
comes pale or listless, or without energy, 
she should strongly suspect hookworm. 
There is no ohe symptom by which she 
can be oertain that hookworm is the 
cause. 

If she were to examine the bowel move- 
ments trying to find hookworm the 
chances are that she would not be sur-

EN. SIR STANLEY VON DONOP, 
master general of the ordnance at 
the war department for the last 
four years, and whd as such was 
80 savagely denounced last week 
In both houses of parliament at West- 
minster as chiefly to blame for the de- 
ficiency of the proper kind of shells, 
ammunition, and guns, from which the 
British armies in France and Flanders 
are said to be suffering, hase the misfor- 
tune to bear a well known German name 
and to belong to an old German family. 

One of its most conspicuous members is 
Stanley's cousin, the Prussiah Gen. Hans 
von Donop, for several years grand mas- 
ter of the household to the kaiser’s broth- 
ef-in-law, Prince Frederick Leopold of 
Prussia, inspector general of the cavalry 
of the German army. 

Gen. Hans von Donop since the begin- 
ning ef the present war has been com- 
manding a division of German cavalry in 
France, and, in view of the popular agita- 
tion and bitter animosity that have de- 
veloped in Great Britain against British 
citizens of German birth or origin, the 
Asquith government has, to say the least, 
displayed a certain amount of tactless- 
ness in maintaining at the head of so 
important a branch of the defenses of the 
empire as that of master general of the 
ordnance, an officer bearing a German 
mame, and belonging to the old German 
petty nobility, euch as Sir Stanley von 
Vonop, ; 


The government removed Admiral 
Prince Louis of Battenberg from the posi- 
tion of first sea lord of the admiralty in 
December last, solely for the reason that 
hie German name and origin excited the 
wholly unjustified suspicion and distrust 
of the masses of the Dnglish people, al- 
though he was admittedly one of the most 
capable and efficient officers of the senior 
Service, which has adopted many of his 
clever inventions. There was never any 
doubt or question as to his usefulness and 
efficiency. 

But it has left dntil now at the head of 
the ordnance another officer 
of German name and origin, who has 
shown himself inefficient, arrogant, and 
wholly incompetent, whose “ scandalous 
neglect and innumerable blunders " have, 
it was charged in the house of comrmons 
on Friday last, endangered the satiety of 
the countrf. 

Gen. Sir Stanley von Donop ts a gon of 
the late Vice Admiral von Donop of the 
British navy, is a brother of Lieut. Col. 
Pelham von Donop, chfef government in- 
spector of railroads, and joined the Royal 
artillery thirty-five years ago, the only 
active service which he has seen having 
been in the Boer war. Before becoming 
master generel of the ordnance he was 
for several years director of artillery at 
the war department and he is, therefore 
4o a far greater degree responsible than 
any one else for the lack of guns, and, 
above all, for the deficiency of ammuni- 
tion, . 


Inasmuch as there are no less than four 
Nugent baronets, it may be just as well to 
state that Brig. Gen. George Colborne 
Wugent of the Irish guards, who hae re- 
cently been killed in battle in France, was 
the eldest son and heir of Sir Edmund

- Bloomingten, Lll., June 30.—(Bditor of 
The Tribune.j—In lo’“ing over your edi- 
torial page, under the heading “ Voice of 
the People ” of June 28 I note the defense 
made by EB. EB. J. regarding the sale of 
ammunition to the allies. Mr. EB. EB. J. 
emphasised the fact that we would not 
be neutral in stopping the sale of ammu- 
nition because by doing so we would aid 
Germany. Have we not aided the aliles 
long enough by selling them for over a 
year? Why not show a atrict neutrality 
by prohibiting the sale of arms like al] 
the other larger nations have done? My 
idea of neutrality would be not to favor 
any of the belligerents, but if we continue 
to supply the one party with death deal- 
ing instruments we are favoring them. 
The conditions are such that in case 
Germany would need our shells and could 
come after them she could not buy them. 
The allies have secured the output of our 
large factories for several years. 

Our exports have probably increased 
somewhat, but only toa few nations and 
of a certain class of goods. Our muni- 
tion factories have reaped a harvest, 
while, on the other hand, our exports tn 
other lines have diminished. Our cotton 
industry, the chief product of many of 
our southern states, has been sadly de- 
moralized, likewise the implement, cop- 
per, meat, and others that I might men- 
tion. The demand for ammunition has 
placed many unemployed men at work 
in these factories, but the number that 
have been placed out of employment on 
account of the interference with our com- 
merce far exceeds the other. The pro- 
hibition of the shipment of arms would 
also have a tendency to force Great Brit- 
ain to lift her embargo on the shipping to 
neutral countries adjacent to Germany, 
and also do away with the submarine war- 
fare conducted by Germany at present.

Washington, D. C., July 4—[Special.}—| 
‘An increase of $8,500,000 in corporation 
and individual income tax receipts for 
the fiscal year ending June 30 is indicated 
by the early computations of dhose re- 
neipts for the various internal revenue 
districts of the country. Early returns 
show that the government this year r°- 


' eeived &pproximaecly $79,828,675 from the 


fncome tax feature of the Underwood- 
Simmons tariff law, as against $71,381,273 
last year. There was e falling off in cor- 
poration taxes and an increase in indi- 
vidual income tax payments. 
Corporations in Illinois paid only about 
half as much money into the federal 
treasury this year as they did last year. 
but individuals increased their income 
tax payments upwards of $500,000, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury McAdoo today. 
, The total Llinois corporation tax in 
1914, including the old excise tax and the 
new income tax, amounted to $4,293,640, 
while this year it approximated only $2,- 


985,085, of which Chicago corporations 


paid $2,617,382. 

The Lllinois income taxpayers this year 
turned over $2,670,120 to the federal gov- 
ernment, as against $2,076,171 last year. 


Tilinois Pays Less. — 

Even withdut the excise tax, provided 
for under the terms of the Payne-Aidrich 
‘tariff law, which came due last year, the 
Illinois corporations paid over $500,000 
more income tax last year thanthis. The 
falling off is attributed by Secretary Mc- 
Adoo entire!y to the business depression. 


The total corporation income tax last ; 


year, exclusive of the excise tax, was §$3,- 
152,118. | 

Chicago stands segond among the cities 
of the country in the amount of corpora- 
tion taxes paid this year, only New York 
outranking it. New York, Boston, and 
Philaceiphia all outranked Chicago in 
the amount of individual income taxes 
paid, however. 

Chicago’s income taxpayers contributed 
$2,407,581, while the income taxpayers 
in New York turned over $14,226,223. Bos- 
ton’s wealthy persons paid $2,683,711 in 
income taxes and Philadelphia's taxpay- 
ers contributed $2,664,062. °

Ruckstell, dtiving a consistent race 
throughout, which he led most of the way 
finished the speedway contest in 2:57:00 
- for an average better than eighty-four 
miles an hour. Trailing him came Earl 
Cocper in a Stutz, Ed Pullen in a Mercef, 
Beb Burman ih a Peugeot, and Barney 
Oldfield in a Puegeot, in the order named. 


Front Tire Flies Off. 

At the time of the accident Carison 
was hitting a faat pace to maintain his 
leading position. Unexpectedly one of 
his front tires flew off as the car made 
@ steep curve. As a result his machine 
hurtied off the track. Fransen landed 
clear of the track, but struck a stump. 

Immediate physical examination dis- 
closed the fact that Fransen’s back had 
been broken. He was unconecioug when 
picked up, and died while being removed 
by the speedway ambulance. 

Late Reports More Serious. 

‘The extent of Carlson's Injuries will 
not be known definitely unt tomorrow. 
. It is believed that he suffered internally, 
- ‘but how serious it can only be determined 
by an X-ray. Externally he showed many 
cuts and bruises, among them a badly 
gashed head. At a late hour tonight his 
physicians’ reports were less encourag- 
ing ‘ 


Earl Cooper, driving a Stutz, was 
Ruckstell’s challenger throughout the en- 
tire contest and when the checkered flag 
Was given the winning machine Cooper 
Was only a miaute and five seconds be- 
hind. Victory meant much for the run- 
ner-up, as it would have given -him per- 
manent possession of the trophy.

start. |

Ruckstell went into the lead when given

the race. Cooper, however, was on top 
of him most of the time, once pageing the 
Mercer car when it stopped at the pits for 
tire changes. Less than fifty-six seconds 
behind the Stutz pilot was Eddie Pullen's 
Mercer, while Bob Burman’s Pevgeot was 
fourth in 3:08:444-5, with Barney O- 
field, also in a Peugeot, fifth in 3:17:58 4-6.

H. M. HAMILL of Nashyille, 

Tenn., wielded the trowel and 

placed the first portion of mortar 

on the cornerstone of the new 

iM library of the Internation- 

al Sunday School association at Confer- 

ence Point, on Lake Geneva, Wis. The 

library is to be erected as a memorial 

to the Rev. Dr. H. M. Hamill, who died 

last December. Dr. Hamill was elected 

president of the-association at its conven- 

tion held in Medinah temple, Chicago, a 
year ago last month. 

The cornerstone laying took place Sat- 
urday afternoon under the direction of 
W. C. Pearce, associate general secre- 
‘tary of the International Sunday School 
association and dean of the training 
school at Conference Point. Thirty state 
secretaries and about 200 Sunday school 
leaders were present. 

Prof. F. 8. Goodrich of Albion cnthent, 
Michigan, spoke on Dr..-Hamill’s career. 

“Dr. Hamill," he said, “ organized the 
first Sunday school teacher training de- 
partment in the world. He was in the 
Confederate army and was an orderly 
sergeant under Gen. Robert E. Lee when 
Lee surrendered at Appomattox. In 1903 
he was made chaplain-in-chief of the 
Confederate veterans. This he regarded 
as the highest honor he had ever received 
until his election last year to the presi- 
dency of the International Gunday Sthool 
association.” 

Copies of tne teacher training books 

ten by Dr. Hamill—the first ever pub- 
ahs were placed in the metal recep- 
tacie in the cornerstone. 

The training school is the first to be 
established under the auspices of the 
International Sunday School association. 
It represents a constituency of 176,000 


Sunday schools and 1,500,000 officers and 
teachers.

Prosecution of the Peoples Gas Light 
and Coke conipany, one of Mayor Thomp- 
son's principal campaign pledges, has de- 
veloped a row between the mayor and 
his spevial committee on gas litigation. 

The committee has balked because the 
administration wishes the aldermen to 
appoint William A. Bither of the law firm, 
Bither, Goff & Francis, as special coun- 
eel. The mayor named the committee 
early in May and $50,000 was approprt- 
ated to pay attorneys and engineers. 

Bither's name has never been mentioned 
in an open meeting of the committee, but 
his record and connections have been ths 
subject of several private conversations. 
About the middle of May, Charlea W. 
Ward, private secretary and confidential 
man to William Iorimer, became iden- 
tified with Mr. Bither's firm. It is sup- 
posed Mr. Ward would take part in the 
gas litigation in the event of Mr. Bither's 
appointment as special counsel. 

Mr. Ward's name appeared among the 
borrowers from the defunct La Salle 
Street Trust and Savings bank aa getting 
$125,000 on his note. He succeeded 
“Ernie” Ryan in the Lorimer service. 

Mr. Bither himself has come in for some 
notoriety. In October, 1913, he filed a 
bankruptcy petition scheduling debts of 
$93,860 and assets of $297. 

Included in the Habilities was $13,910 
which he had drawn in checks on the Na- 
tional City bank to pay for bonds in the 
Wauwauseé Inn, the financial proposi- 
tion that made Butler R. Storke famous 
as “‘the boy wizard of La Salle strect.’ 
The largest item in the debts was $70,000, 
representing indemnity contracts which 
Bither sigtied for the Hill Construction

They said the committee of the allied 
material men occupies a position of strict 
neutrality and stands as ae third party be- 
tween the carpenter contractors and the 
striking carpenters. Holding the key to 
the situation by complete control over 
the delivery of material to building con- 
struction jobs the representatives of the 
material interests said they are in a po- 
sition to deal fairly and justly with either 
or both sides, their one condition being 
that al) matters shall be submitted to 
arbitration. | 
“We shall be delighted to meet a com- 
mittee of the carpenters,” Mr. Hines said. 
* President Metz may rest assured that 
his committee will be given a hearing 
and that everything the material inter- 
ests can do will be done to further the 
idea of an early settlement.” | 


Seek Conference Today. 
President Metz said he will seek a con- 
ference tomorrow morning. After time 
and place have been arranged the district 
council’s regular arbitration committee, 
which is headed by President Mets, will 
meet with the executive committee of the 
allied material interests.

“ Serve God, your fellow man, and your 
nation.” - 

Eight hundred men, standing barehead- 
ed with the breeze from the lake ruffling 
their hair and a high sun shining full in 
their tanned faces, heard the above mes- 
sage yesterday during the Sabbath fleld 
services of the First cavalry, Illinois na- 
tional guard, in camp here on the gov- 
ernment reservation. 

Capt. John Timothy Stone, the new 
chaplain of the regiment, conducted the 
services from a drumhead altar over 
which the stare and stripes were draped. 
The chaplain stood in front of the nation- 
al and regimental colors, posted before 
the tent of Col. Milton J. Foreman, com-~ 
mander of the cavalry regiment and the 
encampment. 


Band Carries Voices. 

During the services the commanding 
officer and his staff stood bareheaded in 
front of the regiment. Officers’ wives, 
sweethearts, and daughters occupied 
camp chairs in front of the tents of the 


tiime officers. With cymbals and deep 


brass, the regimental band carried the 
800 voices through the cpening byma, 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers.” The 
mighty chorus was echoed back from the 
forests. 

“All for the joy, of the doing,” said 
Chaplain Stone in opening his sermon. 

“You men come from all walks of life. 
| Your occupations are numerous and va- 
ried. In the city you have duties to per- 
form and obligations which cannot be 
slighted. The city is full of such men. 
The country is replete with them. But 
here are 800 men who, in addition to those 
duties and obligations, stand as ma‘eria. 
witnesses of the fact that they have un- 
dertaken and ate carrying another obii- 
gation, a greater, unselfish one. a devo- 
tion to God and country. 

Says Duty Breeds Patriots. 

“ Soldiering is not your regular pro- 
fession. But remembering one’s duty to 
his country is a principle you are not neg- 
lecting. It is from this brand of man 
that springs the first rank of the patriots. 

“T have been fortunate enough to ob- 
tain from a friend of mine a few excerpts 
from 1,000 letters received from students 
of all nationalities who are now in the 
trenches in the various theaters of "war. 
“Why do I tell you these things, here 
on this very ground that has been ded!- 
cated not only to the protection of this 
nation but to the protection of your moth- 
‘ers and sisters and wives and children? 
It is for this reason: I believe that, under 
God, the American citizen in the next ten 
years will have the world's greatest op- 
portunity to show the world what real 
‘manhood is anc to lead the way to peace. 


Men Sobered by Danger. 

“The warring world of today and the 
warring youth of today are religiously 
related. From reading those letters from 
the students in the trenches I have 
learned that these men, away from books 
and newspapers and the usual sources of 
diversion, accept with open arms those 
serious moments of inner communion 
that come in times of danger and the 
presence of death.” a 
At the conclusion of the services the 
men were marched back to their company 
streets, “ boots and saddles "’ was sound- 
ed, and the entire regiment moved to the 
parade grounds half a mile trom the en- 
campment. Col. W. J. Nicholson of the 
Fifth cavairy, U. 8S. A.. and post com- 
mandant of the fort, reviewed the militia 
as it made the round of the parade 
grounds in platoon formation.

Seculnelos Buying 
Over, Values Will Be | 
Ruled by Receipts. 


Eee prices this week will depend largely 
on the volume of receipts. The demand for 
immediate consumption can take care of 
only moderate supplies, and speculative 
buying for storage purposes is practi- 
cally finished for the season. Under such 
@ condition prices should seek a lower 
level, but receipts late last week fell far 
short of expectations, and there will have 
to be a heavier movement from producing 
centers if cheaper values are to be made. 

Butter valuég show a clearly defined 
downward tendency. Heavy marketings 
of June butter are looked for and spec- 
ulators expect to buy their cold storage 
reserve stocks on a much cheaper basis 
than has obtained during the last few 
weeks, The demand for immediate con- 
sumption is not sufficient to be counted 
as much of a price making factor. 


Many New Potatoes Expected. 

Expectations are for heavy receipts of 
new potatoes and dealers look for values 
to seek aiower level. Prices already are 
5O to 75 per cent lower than at this time 
last year, but this has been a year of 
cheap potatoes and there hasn't beenany 
time when the demand exceeded the sup- 
ply to @ sufficient extent to cause abrupt 
upturns. 

Poultry dealers “Mook for cheaper 
roosters and spring chickens and for a 
steady market for hens. The latter have 
been lowered to an attractive price and 
are selling freely at the quotations, espe- 
cially if they are heavy and meaty. 
Spring chickenp are due to come forward 
in larger quantities, however, and @ re- 
duction in the price of roosters at this 
time would be seasonal. 


Green Vegetables Abundant. 

Home gardeners are supplying the mar- 
ket with an abundance of green vege- 
tables and few of the consignments re- 
celved from outside points can be dis- 
posed of at profitable prices.
